VIENTIANE, Laos, Sept. 10 
(AP) — Communist North Viet 
Nam troops crossed into Laos 
and attacked three army posts 
in Phong Saly province, the 
army said. Government troops 
suffered losses but the number 
was not announced. 


A communique said the three 
posts were clustered 20 miles 
inside the Laos border directly 
west of Dien Bien Phu, where 
the French army made its last 
bloody stand during the Indo- 
chinese war in 1954. 

The attacks in the far north- 
ern province occurred Tuesday 
night but the news was not re- 
ceived at Vientiane army head- 
quarters until today, a spokes- 
man said. Communications diffi- 
culties have plagued government 
troops since the beginning of 
the fighting. * 

Harassing action by Red 
guerrillas also was reported in 
two provinces which had been 
quiet for several weeks. 

Two small Laotian army posts 
were hit in Khammouane prov- 
ince 150 miles east of this capti- 
tal. The army said it found the 
bodies of two Communists. Four 
wounded guerrillas were taken

NEW DELHI, Sept. 10 (AP)—

Prime Minister Nehru _§ said 
Premier Chou En-Lai’s latest 
letter adds to the gravity of the 
border crisis. 


“Step by step their policy has 


become more rigid,” Nehru said. |

manded that the other withdraw 
its forces from frontier areas 
whose ownership is in dispute. 
India offered one concession—to 
make the Longju area a tempo- 
rary no man’s land pending 
negotiation. 

But both sides renewed their 
claims to Longju, the isolated 
Northeast Frontier Agency post 
which Red Chinese troops seized 
nearly two weeks ago in a gun- 
fight with Indian frontier guards. 
The Chinese warned India 
against trying to retake it. 

The seriousness of the situa- 


tion is highlighted by Chou’s let- 


ter, made public in Peiping yes- 
terday, Nehru told Parliament.

Conclusions reached by the com- 
mittee also were indorsed.

The proposal calls for redevel- 
oping a 27-block area bounded 
generally by the Third Street 
Interregional Highway, and Pine, 
Eighth and Poplar streets.

DOG UNLEASHED 
ON BOYS ON ROOF; 
ONE DIES IN FALL 


NEW YORK, Sept. 10 (AP)— 
A woman unleashed a big watch- 
dog on two teenagers flying kites 
on the roof of a Bronx apartment 
yesterday, police said. As the 
youths fled one of them fell six 
stories to his death. 

Afterward the woman, Mrs. 
Anna Maronet, 67 years old, re- 
turned to her top-floor apart- 
ment. Police booked her on a 
homicide charge. 

Mrs. Maronet apparently be- 
came annoyed by the rooftop 
activities of Jesus Delgado, 16, 
and Antonio Hernandez, 14. The 
latter lived in the building. 

Police said Mrs. Maronet led 
her powerful Belgian shepherd 
dog to the roof, unsnapped his 
leash and ordered him after the 
youths. As the dog lunged toward 
them, the boys ran to a three- 
foot parapet at the edge of a 
roof. Hernandez vaulted to the 
roof of an adjoining building. 


Delgado failed to reach the other 


building and fell to the pave- 
ment. 


LITTERBUG DRIVE BACKFIRES

ST. IVES, England, Sept. 10 
(UPI)—Nicholas Phillips, alder- 
man and deputy mayor of St. 
Ives, started a campaign on lit- 
terbugs in his capacity as chair- 
man of the town’s public health 
committee. 

Yesterday, St. Ives had its 
first prosecution under the lit- 
ter act. Nicholas Phillips was 
fined $5.60 for dumping waste 
on the’ city’s beach. 


The Red Chinese leader, even 
while offering friendly negotia- 
tions to settle the, border dis- 
putes, accused the Indians of ag- 
gression and demanded a with- 
drawal of Indian troops he de- 
clared were trespassing on Chi- 
nese soil. 

“It sometimes seems as if 
China is acting like some nine- 
teenth century nation in its pride 
and arrogance, ignoring the rest 
of the world,’”’ Nehru said. 

The Indian leader, who has 
based his foreign policy on non- 
alignment in East-West quarrels, 
appeared deeply disturbed by 
Chou’s letter. 

Referring to a Peiping charge 
that India inherited imperialistic 
policies from Britain, which 
freed the subcontinent in 1947, 
Nehru said ‘‘there appears to be 
a failure in China to recognize 
the revolution in India.” 

He addressed the upper house 
after a special two-hour debate 
on the troubled state of Indian- 
Chinese relations. In advance of 
the debate, India made public 
all official correspondence be- 
tween New Delhi and Peiping 
over the past five years. 

Charges ‘Bullying.’ 

Nehru said there has been a 
progressive changeover toward 
rigidity in what China has been 
saying to India about the bor- 
der. He reported Chou formerly 
indicated he accepted the Brit- 
ish-drawn MacMahon line as 
India’s northeast boundary with 
Tibet. 

“I got him to repeat it three 
times to make sure I under- 
stood,” Nehru said. “It is of 
interest that this line is now 
being denied or ignored. It is 
also a matter of sorrow.” 

Nehru said Red China appar- 
ently was seeking to bully India, 
but dismissed as silly any notion 
the Chinese can push India 
about. 

“They ‘value India's friendship 
only at a very low estate in the 
final analysis,” he said. “We 
value theirs and will continue 
to value it.”

A corporation created under 
the Missouri Urban Renewal Act 
is accorded certain tax benefits 
and given the right of eminent 
domain. For the first 10 years, 
taxes are paid only on the land 
as it was valued when still in a 
blighted condition; and for the 
next 15 years, the tax rate is 
half what it ordinarily would be.

FEDERAL RESERVE BOOSTS 
DISCOUNT RATE 10 4 PCT. 


Rise From. 3% Puts Level at 
29-Year Peak—In Effect 
Here Tomorrow. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP) 
— The Federal Reserve Board 
today increased its discount rate 
to 4 per cent—the highest level 
in 29 years. 

The increase from 3!4 per cent 
will go into effect tomorrow at 
seven of the 12 Reserve Banks— 
those in New York, Cleveland, 
Richmond, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Dallas and San Francisco. The 
other five banks in the system 
are expected to adopt similar in- 
creases shortly.

UNITED NATIONS, N-.Y., 
Sept. 10—Formal report of the 
agreement reached by 10 powers 
to resume disarmament negotia- 
tions after nearly. two years of 
inactivity was to be presented 
to the United Nations Disarma- 
ment Commission today. The 
new negotiating group, com- 
posed of 10 nations, includes 

the Big Four powers. 

The new negotiating commit- 
tee recently was created by 
agreement among the govern- 
ments of the United States, Rus- 
sia, Britain and France. It in- 
cludes representatives from Can- 
ada and Italy, and to create the 
balanced vote long demanded 
by the Soviet Union. It adds 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Bulgar- 
ia and Romania. It was expect- 
ed to meet at Geneva in Janu- 


ary. 

U.N. Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold summoned the 
disarmament committee at the 
request of the four powers. They 
also asked the Secretary Gen- 
eral to provide U.N. services 
and facilities for use at the Ge- 
neva conference. In a previous 
statement, the organizers em- 
phasized their belief that arms 
reduction was primarily a U.N. 
responsibility. 

“The setting up of the dis- 
armament committee (of 10) in 
no way diminishes or encroaches 
upon the U.N.’s responsibilities 
in this field,’ it set forth. The 
U.N. Disarmament Commission, 
now composed of all 82 members 
of the world body, will receive 
regular reports of progress for 
ultimate consideraiton, it was 
said. 

The effort to expedite the ne- 
gotiations, by concentrating the 
debate in the relatively small 
committee instead of the un- 
wieldly U.N. . commission, has 
brought private protests. Some 
Latin American, African and 
Asian spokesmen have pointed 
out their regions were unrepre- 
sented. 

It was not disclosed before 
the meeting of the U.N. Dis- 
armament Commission, however, 
whether those criticisms would 


be made in the open session. It 
was anticipated that the four- 
power report would be received 
by the commission with a mini- 
mum of debate and would be 


. yeferred to the General Assem- 


bly, due to convene next Tues- 
day.

3 Complaints Against Red China’ 
Raise Question of U.N.'s Ability 
To Deal With Eventsof This Kind 


Diplomats Feel It Would Be Futile 
to Condemn Nation for Ignoring

AS THE UNITED NATIONS Security Council subcommittee 
was being assembled today to go to Laos to investigate charges 
of aggression, the U.N. had before. it another 
Communist Chinese action against Tibet.

not yet a U.N. issue. 

Diplomats here were adding 
up these complaints, not only as 
formidable indictments against 
Communist China but as issues 
raising anxious questions as to 
the ability of the world com- 
munity to deai with such events. 


By a clever parliamentary 
“Maneuver, the United States 
delegation managed to get some 
action on the Laos affair. The 
subcommittee named to conduct 
an inquiry into the complaint 
by Laos was severely limited in 
the scope of its operations. It 
cannot draw conclusions or 
make recommendations, but only 
seek out the facts. 


NONE THE LESS, the mere 
presence of the subcommittee in 
Laos, it is hoped, may serve to 
slow down attempts by North 
Viet Nam and Red China to over- 
turn the pro-Western government 
of Laos. The Security Council 
subcommittee is composed of 
representatives of Japan, Italy, 
Tunisia and Argentina. These 
governments have named the 
men who will serve. 


They are Shinichi Shibusawa, 
former Japanese ambassador to 
Thailand; Ludovicio Barattieri de 
San Pietro, an official of the 
Italian Foreign Ministry; Habib 
Bourguiba Jr., son of the Presi- 
dent of Tunisia; Brig. Gen. Heri- 
berto Ahrens, military adviser to 
the Argentine delegation to the 
United Nations. 


Members of this group who 
can get here in time are meet- 
ing late today to look over U.N.

But each session of the Gen- 
éfal Assembly is considered to 
be self contained, and issues 
cannot be carried over from one 
Session to another. The 1950 
complaint of Tibet died with the 
end of the fifth General As- 
gy.

Such considerations may not in- 
hibit another nation from taking 
action. In 1950, El Salvador ar- 
gued the case for Tibet against 
Red Chinese aggression, and El 
Salvador might take up this issue 
again.

Prelude to Disarmament

But 
there is hardly any gainsaying his further 
point that an agreement on nuclear test cessa- 
tion would supply a potent stimulus to a dis- 
cussion looking to general disarmament. 

Mr. Wadsworth acknowledges that the 
progress thus far made at Geneva does not 
call for “a high degree of optimism.” Never- 
theless, he notes that some progress has been 
achieved. And that progress, he thinks, is, 
though partial, more significant than it might 
appear at a casual glance. 

It marks, he points out, “the first time 
since disarmament talks began in 1946” that 
the Soviet Union has expressed interest in 
committing itself to a monitoring system em- 
bodying control posts “manned at least in 
part by foreign personnel” and with access 
to Soviet territory. 

Viewed thus, the Geneva conference on 
nuclear tests is a kind of pilot run for the 
coming conference on broader disarmament.

NEW YORK, Sept. 10—During 
World War II there was a letter - 
from a soldier saying in effect: 
“T keep reading rtferences to a 
team called the Black Sox. 
Will you tell me about them?’ 

He had been preoccu- 
pied with the business of get- 
ting born when Eddie Cicotte 
and his crooked companions 
were telling a Chicago grand 
jury how they dumped the 
series to the Réds. 

For the first time since 1919, 
a Chicago team is winning the 
pennant in the American 
League. From now through the 
world series, there will be re- 
peated mention of the Black 
Sox, probably to the confusion 
of countless readers under 50. 

In the judgment of such 
qualified authorities as Eddie 
Collins, second baseman and 
captain of the club, the Chi- 
cago team of 1919 was the 
greatest ever assembled. This 
was the batting order for the 
first game in Cincinnati: Shano 
Collins, right field; Eddie Col- 
lins, second base; Buck Wea- 
ver, third base; Joe Jackson, 
left field; Happy Felsch, cen- 
ter field; Chick Gandil, first 
base; Swede Risberg, short- 
stop; Ray Schalk, catcher and 
Eddie Cicotte, pitcher. 

Cicotte, master of the “‘shine 
ball,” was second only to Wal- 
ter Johnson among American 
League righthanders. On the 
same staff were Lefty Wil- 
liams, Red Faber, Dickie Kerr, 
Grover Lowdermilk, Roy Wil- 

, and Bill James. In 
1920, before the scandal broke, 
four Chicago pitchers—Cicotte, 
Faber, Williams and Kerr— 
were to win 21 or moré games 
each, without winning the pen- 


nant.

Against these  super-stars, 
Cincinnati was deemed barely 
adequate, a long shot at 4 to 1 
or more to score the five vic- 
tories then required. It was 
not generally known that the 
Reds had more going for them 
than the talents of Greasy 
Neale, Jake Daubert, Edd 
Roush, Heinie Groh and the 
rest.

Poverty in Puerto Rico 


NEW YORK, Sept: 10. 


oa AS 1 DROVE through the mountains across Puerto Rico 
q last week I passed through several small villages and went by 
, a number of isolated houses which are the homes of the agri- 
cultural laborers who do the work on coffee and sugar planta- 
f tions. These people are not farmers and, in fact, know prac- 
tically nothing about agriculture. They are farm laborers, 
used for specific jobs for which they are skilled. 

These jobs, however, are open for only limited periods in 
the year.. The rest of the year the laborers must find other 
work and that often means that a man must leave his family. 


There is still a considerable amount of unemploy- 
ment on the island; and most Americans, seeing the 
conditions under which many of the people live, con- 
sider the standard of living very poor. For the most 
part, there is no plumbing. Water is carried in tin 
cans either from a spring which may be some distance 
away, or from a spigot somewhere in a settlement. 


There is a well-defined pattern of civilization in Puerto 
Rico. The basic population lives in the country and is a peas- 
ant group. Then there are some native landowners who are 
planters and who consider themselves in a higher group, even 


very far removed from those of their workers. 

Families are large, and there is a tribal mode of living, 
so that a child often goes to an aunt or uncle to live if life 
at home becomes difficult. Wages are somewhat higher than 
they formerly were, but many of the hard-pressed people in 
the cities and towns were uprooted from a countryside which 
they have always known, from a way of life that is primitive 
and simple. : 

When there is work to be had, both the men and the women 
take jobs and so the children are left to roam the village 
streets. Everyone seems to be a relative or a friend, and the

Pressure in the Ocean 
By Ramon Coffman Jaane 


IN OUR everyday life, we 
have plenty of pressure around 
us. That comes from the air, and 
it amounts to 10 pounds to the 
square inch at a height of two 
miles. At sea level, the air pres- 
sure is 14 and seven tenths 
pounds for each-square inch. 

Those figures may seem high 
enough, but if we were deep- 
sea fish, the pressure would be 
much larger. At a depth of 
3000 feet, the pressure is 1000 
pounds to the square inch.
